The party ‘in 
power, whether nominally liberal or con- 
servative,—and generally there is a good 
“deal of conservatism in the Liberal ranks 
and Liberalism in [the conservative,— 
finds itself face to face with an opposition 
of nearly equal strength, watching with 
lynx-eye aud criticising with unsparing 
severity all its meagures, and ready to 
supplant it the moment public opinion 
turns the scales of power.

since worked in harmony for the common 
good of the natian, the former at the 
Board of Trade, the latter as Chancellor 
of the Exchequer.

From them we 
learn the following: |The party left Vital 
creek, Omineca, on the 21st of June, arrived 
at Acquilgette;the Forks of Skeena river, 
about the Ist of July, where they found 
Johnny Mitchell and| two. other men named 
ficltand Moss, who liad been prospecting 
there, but had not found anything to pay. 
About three months ago two of Mitchell's 
arty named Donovan and Mudden,: started 
out on a prospecting «xpedition in the neigh- 
borboo! of Bear Lake. They took two In- 
dians as far as Babine river with them to 
pack their provisions. The, then sent them 
back; aud these Indians reported to. Mitchell 
that the Kisugach Indians were not friendly 
with the white men, About a month atter 
the party had been gone, two. more 
Indians arrived at Mitchel'’s camp, and re- 

rted that. they had seen the tent 
of Madde» acd bis compa ion, wi h the pro- 
risions and everything|inside of -t, but the 
mea were gone.

Tue Cuasserot.—The French claim that 
this gun, which is the invention of M.Chasse- 
pot, is the most efficient weapon ever put 
into the hands of an army. It bears some 
resemblance to the Needle-gun, but has this 
advantage over that arm, that its mechanism 
is much more simple and Jess liable to become 
clogged*or to get out of order, The Needle- 
guu after it has been discharged several 
times in quick succession, becomes hot and 
damp in the chamber, owing to the inability 
of the gas which comes back after the explo- 
sion of the cartridge to escape. The inside 
soon becomes dirty, and the soldier is re- 
quired to take his piece apart and clean it. 
The French gun-is subject to none of these 
disadvantages. It allows the free escape of 
gas after each discharge, and can be 
cleansed from dirt or rust with very little loss 
of time. The Chassepot projectile is a rather 
long slug, with the end round and pointed 
like our rifle ball. The charge, which is 
attached to it in‘ paper covering, is com- 
pused of a peculiar powder, specially manu- 
fuctured for the purpose. The distance at 
which this gun curries with certainty is very 
considerable— over 1000 metres

Apvextcses oF a Diamonn.—The Sancy 
diamo 1d is for sale at a jeweler’s in Ualcutta 
justnow H-reis the account the jeweler 
gives of it: This diamond ia of an almond 
shape, and weighs sixty and three-quarters 
ruttie. The stone was found on the body of 
the Duke of Burgundy, and was afterwads, 
in 1470, bought by the King of Portugal He 
afterwards vold it to Nicholas de Barley, 
Baron de Sancy, from whom it derives its 
nanie. Sancy sent it to the King as a present 
by the hand of a servant,who, being attacked 
by the robbers, swallowed the stone, and 
after his deatn the stone was found in his 
body. It finally came into the hands of 
James 1]. of England, who sold it to Louis 
XIV. for £25000. I's almond form, com- 
pletely facetted over—a mode quite unknown 
then or at any other time in Kurope—indis- 
putably proves that it was an Indian-cut 
stone Inthe French revolution it dis-ap- 
peared for some time; some years later 
it was sold to Prince Paul Demidoff; and now, 
after a strange series of vicissitudes, fiads its
